ALLEGE ZINC SMELTER GASES 
KILLED GRAPES, WANT $65,900 


Twenty-Eight Residents of “Little 
Italy” at Collinsville Bring Actions 
Against Owners of Plant, 
Twenty-eight residents of a neighbor- 
hood in Collinsville known as “Little 
Italy”’ today filed in the Circuit Court at 
Edwardsville suits aggregating $65,900 
against the Bagle Picher Lead Co., the 
Picher Lead Co., and the Collinsville 
Zinc Co. for damages which they allege 
their property has suffered from gases 
and fumes discharged from the Collins 
ville zinc smelter operated by the de- 

fendants. 

Nearly all the plaintiffs raised grapes 
on their property, and it is alleged that 
that the plants have been destroyed by 
the smelter gases. 

Angelo Guinzy, who asked for $6000 
damages, alleged that he formerly made 
wine from his grapes, but that since the 
smelter began operations two years agu 
his grapes had been destroyed and his 
business ruined.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—The British 
“tanks,”’ armored motor cars used in 
recent assaults on German trenches in 
Northern France, are said to have been 
built for the most part in Peoria, IIl., 
im the form of caterpillar tractors, de- 
signed many years before the war began 
to meet some of the difficult problems 
of modern farming. Except for their 
armor, British machine guns and their 
crews, thousands like them are in use 
today in the United States in plowing, 
digging ditches and other labors less 
heroic than war.

GETS MANY PRE-INCA RELICS 


American Returns From Andes After 
Three Months’ Search. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Many valuable 
relics of pre-Inca civilization on the 
west slope of the Andes, 2000 years ago, 
were brought to this city today by 
Prof. Marshall Howard Saville, former 
curator of the department of anthro- 
pology of the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, who returned from a three 
months’ exploration trip in Ecuador and 
Colombia. 

Among the specimens are pottery, gold 
and stone and platinum gathered in 
Northwestern Ecuador.

BEEF ROASTS 70 CENTS POUND 


Reduction in Price Today Follows 
Cut Last Week in Bread- 
stuffs.

BRITISH FRONT, IN FRANCE, 

Sept. 19. 

HE most dramatic and picturesque 

a battle of the British army in all 

its two years in France was 

fought on Sept. 15. Here is the story 

of how all kinds of men from the ends 

of the earth took part in this mighty 
conflict. 

In the same dressing station this 
week the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press has seen Canadians, New 
Zealanders, English, Scotch, Irish, 
Newfoundlanders and Americans. These 
were some of the men of many coun- 
tries who took part in the now historic 
battle and with them there went into 
action those armore@ motor cars called 
“tanks,’’ which are to the credit of a 
quiet officer of engineers. When the 
correspondent met this: officer in Lon- 
don six months ago and asked him 
what job he was now on, he replied: 
“Sh! Sh! Don't tell.” 

It was the “tanks” that completed 
the wonderful business of this battle. 
Today, when the correspondent was call- 
ing on a Canadian Brigadier, it was a 
“tank” called the “Cordon Rouge,” 
looking like a prehistoric monster in a 
skin of modern armor and with engines 
inside which took him across the field 
of shell craters, weaving its way with 
pythonic adaptability by all irregulari- 
ties up to the door of the Brigadier’s 
dugout. 

“Tank” Reports for Orders. 

The skipper of the “Cordon Rouge” 
alighted and, with phlegmatic draw!, 
announced that he reported for fur- 
ther orders. The Brigadier laughingly 
bade him not to start the brute down 
the stairs of the dugout, but to move it 
to one side and walt. So the “tank’’ 
ambled with the bulky leisure of a hip- 
popotamus Over some more shell cra- 
ters to a place where it would be out 
of the way until it was needed. 

Then the correspondent went over the 
ground which the Canadians had taken 
up to the edge of the village of Cour- 
celette. Later they stormed the vil- 
lage. He met Canadians who came 
from Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and: 
Vancouver. But when he asked some 
of them what part of Canada they 
hailed from they replied: “The same 
country as you do—the United States.” 
There were men with the accents of 
Missourl and New England and others 
who, on the soil of France, hailed one 
—? in the French tongue of Que- 

c 

“We got into a big show, all right,” 

“and that is what 


rushed to the attack on the ridges of 
the Somme against machine gun fire 
and shells carried themselves by all ac- 
counts in a manner worthy of the tradi- 
tions of the Civil War. It was the 
Canadians’ first offensive on any big 
scale. They had stood the shock of ai- 
tack at the second battle of Ypres, at St. 
Eloi, Orrel Hill and Sanctuary Wood, 
and {it had been their fortune up te the 
present to stand under the blows rather 
than give them. They wanted their 
chance on the Somme to make good, os 
they said, and they had It. 

Return With Many Stories. 
This rainy day one saw battalions of 
them marching out from the trenches 
they had won and other battalions 
marching in. Those fresh from the fignt 
were plastered with mud, but trium- 
phant. They had a hundred stories to 
tell, while the rain dripped from their 
tarpaulins, of how the “Byng boys had 
made good,” The wounded, also 
drenched by the rain, eagerly joined in 
these stories. The Canadians are known 
as the “‘Byng boys,” after the name of 
their corps commander, Gen. Sir Julian 
Byng, and also by virtue of a >opular 
song in London entitled: “The Byng 
Boys are here.”’ 

Gen. Byng grasped the idea that the! 
Canadians have initiative. Just there, 
as far as the correspondent could learn, 
are the essentials of the universally ad- 
mitted brilliant stroke which the Canadi- 
ans dealt when it came their turn to 
play their part in the collossal plan of 
the Somme offensive. In other words, 
Gen. Byng understood that given a 
goal the men of North America would 
go to it with all there was in them, 
ready to take a pinch-hit chance. 

The correspondent went over the 
ground today where they went to it and 
saw where they stuck tn trenches under 
shell-fire which they had gained after 
their second charge and which were not 
in the original plan. The night before 
the battle the staff officer in charge of 
that branch of the front showed the 
correspondent the Canadian objective. 
No home run was expected from them, 
but only a sacrifice fly, to use baseball 
language, but they made a home run 
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and brought in all the men on the bases. 
They gained their first objective in an 
ufiinterrupted dash, absolutely on time. 
There was the trench which the “‘Byng 
boys” held on the morning of the fif- 
teenth, as the correspondent saw it to- 
day. Behind it and ahead vf it shell 
craters were so thick that you could 
step from one to another. Having 
taken their objective their part was fin- 
ished, but Gen. Byng decided, despite 
the complicated time table methods of a 
modern offensive, that he could go fur- 
ther. The commanders of British corps 
of all kinds, from cockneys to the clerks, 
stock’ brokers. and farm hands of the 
new army, made the same decision. Src 
they worked in conjunction, as every- 
thing in these big moves must be co- 
operation and team play. 
Capture the City. 

“Confound cost and everything else,” 
said the Canadians, their nerves strained 
to the breaking point in their determina- 
tion to make good on their first of- 
fensive. When the word was given they 
started for Courcelette, which they 
were ordered to take. Now this village 
had been “less crumpled” than any yet 
captured. There were some battered 
rafters of roofs still in position. That is, 
Courcelette had had less hammering by 
preparatory shell-fire so as to clean out 
its strong points, nests of machine guns 
and so forth. Through these streets to 
their new objective, marked on their 
map, went these fighters of the new 
world, including men from as far sonth 
as New Orleans, as well as men from 
Nova Scotia and Vancouver. "They 
were determined to get there and make 
guvod, and they got there. 

When no word came back for some 
time the staff, sitting in the center of 
the web of telephone and telegraph wires 
over which was flashing the news of the 
progress of the great battle, began to 
wonder if the Canadians were in trouble. 
But presently they got word that the 
charge had swept beyond the village and 
that the Canadians had been so busy 
digging in they had not had time to 
send news. It was explained that they 
thought that it would be taken for grant- 
ed that they had got there. 

Among those who “made good,” say 
those who are supposed to know the 
facts, was a batallion of French Cana- 
dians, the kind of men you see in times 
of peace working their farms in Quebec 
or bending over the benches of a factory 
in New England. ‘‘We had luck with us 
and we forced it,’’ one of the Canadians 
said. “It was up to us to do so, that’s 
all.”’ 

At one piace in the village the attack- 
ers were held up for some time by a 
strongly fortified post which bristled 
with machine guns. ‘Well,’ as one of- 
ficer said, ‘“‘we did not have to tell the 
men what to do. They stalked that 


strong point, man to man moving around 
sit, and got it.” 


Among the men marching from the 
front line, after relief, was a tall soldier 
with high cheek bones, red skin, ebony 
hair and expressionless features. He 
was an American of the Sioux type. 
“The German is some fighter,” said one 
Canadian to conclude the story, “and he

time, but on this occasion we had him 
going.’’ 

But the exploit of the Canadians is 
only one of the many chapters which 
may be told now of what these sol- 
diers humorously called “The ‘tank’ 
offensive,” having reference to the 
new armored motor cars. There was 
a London division, comprising repre- 
sentatives of all classes of the great 
city’s life, who were told that they 
must reach their objective in a given 
time. In front of them in High Wood 
was a fastness of machine guns which 
neither the artillery nor the trench 
mortars had been able to _ reduce. 
However, it was the business of the 
Londoners to be on time in reaching 
the given point on the map and to 
hold on there until further notice. 
“These orders were all very simple 
and direct,” said one of the London- 
ers afterwards, with a grim smile, 
“but these Germans in ~ their fort 
knew it was a life and death fight 
and all that was required of them 
was to put their fingers on the trig- 
gers of their machine guns when we 
charged. We left it to the blooming 
tank. We had to take chances of 
those machine guns shooting into our 
backs if the tanks could not do the 
job. But orders were orders, as we 
were taught when we left our happy 
homes to go soldiering in France and 
we had to reach a point on the map. 
We reached it and tanks wiped out 
the -machine guns.” 

Then there were the New Zealand- 
ers. They are known from the Aus- 
tralians by the colored bands around 
their campaign hats. The little coun- 
try they came from is 18,000 miles 
away. “Proud, ‘aughty lot to look 
at,” said a London cockney. “You 
might think they was all lords, but 
when you gets to know them they’re 
human and most génerous with their 
‘igh pay.” 

Resist Counter Attack. 

The New Zealanders also had their 
orders of the “go there and stay there” 
kind. They went and later on the sit- 
uation was such they were warned that 
they must try and hold against a heavy 
counter attack. The staff wondered if 
they could. Out of the clouds of shell 
smoke in which bullets and fragments 
of steel screamed and whistled it was 
as difficult to glean information as :t 
would be to learn what a man in the 
next block was doing in an earthquake. 
Finally word came back: “We have 
stopped counter attack and taken some 
more ground and are going to hold it. ’ 
This cheered the staff as much as the 
sight of the columns of German prison- 
ers filing by. It particularly cheered 
them as at some points things were 
not going so well as at others. 

The battalions whose luck failed them 
ia this drive on the six-mile British 
front were driven back by the cunning!v 
arranged enfilading fire of machine 
guns in strong points which neither tie 
artillery nor tanks could conquer. As 
the wounded from these baffled battal- 
i.ns came hobbling down the she!l- 
swept road they were cheered by the 
news of successes at other points. 

There was a spectacular moment 
wien, some time after the battle had 
opened word ran down the line that the 
“guards were going in.” The guards 
are the crack regiments of the British 
reguiar army and are steeped in the 
ol. aristocratic traditions. When they 
came to the offensive they must show 
others the way through, although the 
body of a peer’s son is no less vulner- 
able to bullets than that of a cockney. 

When they “‘went over the lid,” as the 
slang phrase is for mounting the para- 
pet of the trench for a charge, it was 
the supreme moment for the guards to 
live up to their traditions. They were 
to reach a certain objective in so many 
minutes and then wait. But they did 
not wait. They took their second ob- 
jective in the same rush. It was no 
matter if the Colonel of one of the regi- 
ments stood up-on a hill and blew the 
silver hunting horn he carried in order 
to halt them. The guards were off and 
they meant to stretch a two-base hit 
into a three-bagger, machine gun fire 
notwithstanding, or how else could they 
be the guards? 


Only Got His “Second Wind.” 
When they reached their final objec- 


tive, where they were to have it out 
with the Germans, in as hard fighting 
as ever the war has known. An Irish- 
man in the Irish guards éxclaimed: “Is 
this as far as they told us to go? Sure, 
I haven’t got my second wind yet.” 
More than once, facing counter at- 
tacks, the British have gone out to 
meet the German charges in the open 
with the bayonet and the Germans 
have done the same. All past records 
in ferocity of fighting seemed to have 
been surpassed during the latest Brit- 
ish advance. So freely was life given 
and so wonderful was the courage 
shown on both sides that the whole 
thing seems unreal to the spectator. In 
today’s mist and rain the ceaseless 
pounding of the guns goes on as fresh 
troops march up to the front from the 
rear to take thelr place in the next 
battle of this tremendous offensive.

IDE ON SUBMARINE 


Carranza Commissioners Say Or- 
der Closing Two Mexico City 
Banks Was Retaliatory. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Sept. 19.—The 
Mexican mgmbers of the joint Mexican- 
American commission admitted to the 
American representatives today § that 
the order leading to the closing of the 
National Bank and the Ban« of London 
and Mexico in Mexico City was in 
large measure retaliatory. The order 
provided that banks must show a me- 
tallic reserve sufficient to cover the is- 
sue of bank notes, dollar for dollar. 

The discussion of the commissioners 
was confined “ almost entirsaly to the 
banking question, the border situation 
being considered only tncidentally. The 
| Mexican representatives explained that 
certain banking houses, especialy the 
two that closed, had persistently em- 
barrassed the admiristration by reac- 
tionary tactics tending to cause a 
depreciation of the Carranza currency. 

The commissioners went aboard cne 
‘of the American sulmarines this aft- 
ernoon and cruised along the ‘Thames 
River and the mouth of the harnor.

“Insurance is in constant warfare 
with poverty and ruin, and is ever vic- 
torious,” said President Woods. 
been a desire of the association for 
some time to form a closer alliance with 
the bodies interested in the great prob- 
lem of averting dependency, promoting 
thrift and lessening poverty, that both 
ourselves and the public may recognize 
the great part played by life insurance 
in relieving society of this burden 
through the better method of prevention 
rather than cure. 


Theme of Conventien. 
“We will form a higher idea of the 


social value and necessity of our insti- 
tution and perhaps the State may be 
thus led to encourage instead of penal- 
ize by taxation such gigantic, volun- 
tary effort of the most thrifty Amer- 
icans to perform for their own families 
and themselves a duty that otherwise 
would fall on the State. We ourselves, 
the public, and especially the law mak- 
ers, should realize that by means of life 
insurance 25,000,000 Americans are 
adopting the most practical and effect- 
ive method there is to end poverty.” 

In urging education of the public in 
the benefits of life insurance he touched 
upon a theme which apparently is the 
keynote of the convention. Almost all 
the papers to be read deal with some 
phase of the education problem. 

‘The parlor floor of the Planters con- 
tains an extensive display émphasizing 
the need of education. There are stacks 
of literature for free distribution, and 
placards and charts tell of the advan- 
tages of Hfe insurance. Much of this 
information is in the form of advertis- 
ing copy which the convention officers 
say has been used effectively in news- 
Lapers. 

The morning was taken up with re- 
ports of officers and committees. The 
treasurer reported a large gain in dues 
paying members, St. Louis showing the 
greatest gain of any city by paying $390 
in dues this year as compared with $323 
last year. New York is the only city 
paying a larger amount, $1400. There 
are now 110 local associations affiliated 
with the national organization with a 
total of 6000 members, the report 
showed. There were several women 
among the delegates. 

Report on Taxation, 
Lawrence Priddy, chairman of the 
committee on taxation, made a report 
reviewing the record of the last year 
regarding the taxation of life insurance 
companies. 

“The most serious legislation of the 
year, from the viewpoint of taxation 
of life insurance, was the new revenue 
bil! which was passed by the Federal 
Congress this month,” the report said.

MANY GERMAN INDUSTRIES 
MAKE INCREASED PROFITS 


Reports for Fiscal Year of 1915 Show 
Largest Gains in Leather and 
Chemical Companies. 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 19.—Com- 
plete returns for the fiscal year of 1915 
indicate that German industries, so far 
from suffering from the war, appear to 
have profited extensively. The war's 
beneficial effects are especially marked 
in the leather and the chemical and dye 
industries. « 

The annual statements of 40 of Ger- 
many’s largest leather companies show 


cent, as compared with 20.88 per cent in 
1514. while 114 chemical and dve com- 
panies averaged 31.14 per cent. against 
19.22 in 1914. 

The statistics for 19 varieties of in- 
dustries-and comprising 2900 firms, show 
that all have profited—from 37 plus, the 
figure attained by leather, to ‘1.88, the 
figure attained by stone. The scarcity 
of fats And oils drove the profits of 
those lines above 24 per cent. Textiles, 
notwithstanding handicaps, made nearly 
24 per cent; iron profited almost as 
heavily. Foodstuffs, necessaries and 
luxuries, reckoned together made 14.57 
per cent. The only losers have been the 
building industries, papers, hotels, rest- 
aurants and miscellaneous industries.

Believe Eads Structure Can Be 
Used by City Under More 
Favorable Terms. 


Director of Public Utilities Hooke 
declines to give his approval to the 


plan for the city to lease Eads 
Bridge from the Terminal Railroad 
Association, suggested yesterday by 
C.. E. Smith, consulting engineer for 
the Department of Public Utilitfes. 
The proposal to negotiate with the 
Terminal Association for the use. of 
both decks of Eads Bridge, Director 
Hooke said, has his concurrence, but 
he thinks the assumption by the city 
of all the charges now carried by the 
Terminal Association would be too 
great a burden. , 

“It is possible that by providing 
for suitable connections between the 
Terminal and other lines and the east 
approach of the free bridge we may 
obtain the use of Eads Bridge on 
favorable terms without leasing it at 
a figure equaling the overhead 
charges and the cost of maintenance,’ 
Hooke said. “These expenses,” it is 
likely, would be borne by interurban 
and local electric lines which could 
Le brought to St. Louis over the 
lower deck. 

“The whole plan is tentative and 
represents only the basis of negotia- 
tions with the Terminal Association. 
The proposition will go before the 
Board of Public Service and ultimate- 
ly, if it takes definite shape, before 
the Board of Aldermen for modifica- 
tions. The problem of meeting the 
needs of St. Louis for. better trans- 
portation from its suburbs and across 
the river is so big that a year or more 
will be required for its study. 

“IT favor the creation of a railroad 
division, as Engineer Smith’s report 
suggests, for the investigatfon of the 
subject of municipal docks, terminals 
and bridges and of rapid transit in 
and beyond the city limits.” 

Mayor Kiel said that while he 
favors, the general proposition sub- 
mitted in Engineer Smith’s report, he 
is not inclined to approve the leasing 
of Eads Bridge. 

President Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service thinks the rental of 
Eeds Bridge would be too big a price 
to pay for the advantages that Engi- 
neer Smith’s scheme would bring to 
the public. He said he believed that 
some more equitable terms could be 
stipulated by the city and accepted by 
the Terminal Association.

“PREACHERNEW TO. 5 
POLITICS, MAY BE 
FLORIDA GOVERNOR 


Has Received Democratic Nomi- 
nation, Which Heretofore Has 
Been Equivalent to Election. 


TAMPA, Fla., Sept. 19.—The Rev. Sia- | 
ney J. Catts, a Baptist preacher who re- 
signed the pulpit of Bethel Baptist 


Church at Fort Deposit, Ala., is now | 
the central figure in the stormiest po- 
litical fight in the history of Florida. 
Several weeks ago the State Canvassing 
Poard gave him the eertificate of nom- 
ination for Governor by the Democratic 
party as a result of the primary of June 
6, and nomination formerly has been 
equivalent tg election to that office. 

Catts’ fight for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Covernor was made with the 
support of the Guardians of Liberty and 
a large number of Prohibitionists. If he 
should be elected on Nov. 7, his would 
be a unique political victory, inasmuch 
as a preacher will have stepped out of 
the pulpit on a religious plank into a 
Governor's mansion. 

Friends Fear for His Life. 

The most bittér animosities have -ie- 
veloped between the two mair political 
factions within the Democratic party of 
Fiorida, and it is feared that serious 
consequences may follow. Friends of 


out they have warned him of the possi- 
bility of assassination, but his courax>2 
has not wavered, and warnings apper- 
ently have served only to increase his 
efforts to clinch his victory. 

Discussing some of the unusual as- 
pects of Catt’s success, the Tampa 
Mofning Tribuffe said, in an editorial: 

‘The successful candidate was an en- 
tire stranger to the people of Florida 
when hé announced his candidacy.

A single contribution of $1 was the 
measure of sympathy active yesterday 
in the use of providing the poor and 
enfeebled infants of St. Louis: with the 
means for rallying from hot weather 
maladies and getting a fair start in 
life’s race. That doesn’t lift very much 
from the balance needed to make the 
$5000 required to round out the plans for 
2 successful 1916 campaign for a low 
rate of infant mortality, but it neipe 
some. 

Aside from its material effect there is 
the influence of example for the 800,000 
population of the city upon whom rests 
the responsibility for its good name as 
a home center, along with other ad- 
vantages. From that tremendous hu- 
man ‘force, with its vast financial pow- 
er, less than $1500 is needed to minister 
fully to the hundreds of its helpless 
little wards. Pure milk could be fur- 
nished without stint for several months 
to, those homes where infants are com- 
belled, by reason of poverty, to take a 
long chance for life and health, 

The St. Louis Pure Milk Commission, 

asing Calewlation upon years of ‘ex- 
perience and. careful study, estimates 
that it costs $1 a week to provide each 
baby dependent upon it with pure mil’, 
For the period of warm weather this 
means $18 to $20 for each of the infants 
to whom pure milk is furnighed. And 
n:ilk is furnished only to those where 
need for it is unmistakable. If parents 
are able to pay fully for the milk, thoy 
do so; if only in part, that is all they 
have to pay‘ if unable to pay anything, 
then the milk is provided absolutely 
free and delivered with the same regard 

‘or promptness and dependability as 
though it. brought full return in ‘dollars 
and cents. 

In former years there have been be- 
nevolent men and women in St. Louis 
who based their contributions. to the 
Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund upon the knowledge -that it would 
gv a definite length in carrying life and 
health to the very poor babes. They 
knew that $25 would take good care of at 
least one such infant for an entire heat- 
éd term, and they could properly take 
to themselves the satisfaction of having 
preserved to the parents and the com- 
munity that little life, with all its won- 


| derful possibilities for good to the coun- 


try and the world in the years to come. 
That may have been the impulse behind 
many of the contributions during the 
current campaien, but the great bulk of 
the fund to date is the direct result of 
yveuthful endeavor, encouraged and sus- 
tained in most instances, of course, by 
parents and other grown people. 

The urgent need at this juncture {fs for 
money to lighten the burden of the 
Milk Commission. The occasion for free 
ice is near its end until another summer 
arrives, although the supplies .will not 
be discontinued until the temperature 
warrants. For pure milk the demand is 
continuous, and the extra expense to 
which the Milk Commission has been 
imperatively subjected for the past sev- 
eral weeks creates a problem that the 
Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund is looked to for solution. That 
fund is in the broadest sense a public 
institution, the medium throtgh which 
the public lends its support to this most 
vital pifilanthrophy.

The Neglected Nose. 

N organ whose unhealthy condi- 

tion is much neglected by the pub- 

lic is the nose. The interior of the nose 

is really very complicated. It is divided 

down: the center by a septum, and each 

half of the nose contains various small 

chambers formed by delicate shelli-like 

bones covered with mucous membrane, 

and ‘richly supplied with nerves and 
blood vessels.
